I.  XJITEDTJCATED  DEAP  AND  DCMB  CHILDBEN. 

Such  children  could  easily  be  taught  to  write  on  “

alphabet  for  a.  Repeat  this  till  the  sight  of  the  letter  readily  suggests  this  Pa^t'cular 
Snofthehand^  Let  the  instructor  then  form  letter  on  liisow^ 

Lo  if  the  child  can  write  the  letter.  In  the  same  way  proceed  with  the  other  let^r  . 
The  alphabet  having  been  thus  learned,  give  the  child  names  of  objects,  or 
with  which  it  is  familiar,  beginning  with  words  of  three  lexers,  as  hai,  doff,  piff,  con, 
vin  (Sc  Thus:  Write  very  plainly  the  word  AaL  I hen  let  the  child  form  the 
ktterf  A » Ton  its  fingers,  and  nest  point  to  a hat.  Let  this  process  be  frequently 
repeated,  till  these  letters  come  to  be  associated  with  the  object,  and  fixed 
orv  of  the  child.  This  being  done,  blot  out  the  word,  point  again  to  the  object,  and 
see  if  the  child  can  write  hat;  and  if  so,  proceed  gradually  to  teach  other  words  in 

the  same  manner,  such  as  those  ior  parts  of  the  body,  articles  of  dress,  furnitui  e, 

tools,  ic.  Pictures  of  objects  may  be  used  with  much  profit. 

Colours  and  numbers  might  also  be  taught.  In  teaching  numbers,  give  the  child 
a few  objects  to  count,  and  let  them  be  written  down  thus  : 1,  one ; 2,  tioo  ; d,  t/uee 

II.  DEAN  AND  DUMB  PPPIES  AT  HOME  DDEIN&  VACATION. 

At  this  time  they  should  be  taught  the  names  of  parents,  brothers,  sisters,  uncles  i 
aunt?,  cousins,  ^'c.  Thus  : Uncle  Andeew  Brown,  Aunt  CnpiOTTE  Dixon,  &c- 
Names  of  places,  particularly  the  residence  of  friends,  neiyhbounng  towns,  tjrc.,  miglit 
be  given.  When  the  name  is  first  taught,  the  person  or  place  named  must  be  shown 

to  the  child.  . , , j ■ i 

Various  operations  connected  with  agriculture  and  with  the  trades  carried  on  111 

their  neighbourhood,  might  be  explained  to  these  children,  which  would  bo  very  diflicult 
to  teach  in  an  Institution  ; for  many  of  these  must  be  seen  to  bo  fully  understood. 

Induce  pupils  while  at  home  to  spend  some  time  daily  in  revising  lessons  in  then- 
school-books. 


III.  DEAP  MUTES  WHO  HAVE  DEPT  SCHOOL. 

When  pupils  finally  leave  school,  much  may  be  accomplished  by  friends  in  the 
way  of  carrying  forward  their  education.  They  should  converse  much  with  these 
children,  in  very  simple  language,  on  religious  and  other  subjects,  by  means  of  the 
manual  alphabet  and  by  writing.  The  use  of  signs  except  when  trying  to  explain 
difficult  words  should  be  avoided  and  discouraged.  For  example,  instead  of  signing 
to  the  child  Tiring  me  a chair,  write  these  words  or  spell  them,  and  always  oblige  the 
child  to  write  or  spell  what  it  has  to  express,  and  correct  for  it  any  errors  in  the  lan- 
guage it  employs.  By  adhering  to  this  course,  a desire  will  be  excited  in  the  minds 
of  these  children  to  acquire  and  keep  up  a correct  style  in  the  use  of  written  language 
— an  attainment  on  their  part  of  the  greatest  difficulty,  and  yet  of  the  highest 
importance.  . 

Attention  is  specially  directed  to  the  importance  of  having  these  pupils  immedi- 
ately apprenticed  to  some  trade,  or  occupied  in  some  useful  employment,  011  their 
return  home,  by  which  they  may  be  kept  from  acquiring  idle  habits,  and  be  put  in  the 
way  of  earning  their  own  livelihood.  The  Committee  will  assist,  when  necessary,  in 
carrying  this  out. 

In  the  management  of  these  children,  let  parents  and  friends  beware  of  the  ex- 
tremes of  over  indulgence  on  the  one  hand,  or  of  undue  severity  on  the  other.  Such 
children  suffer  very  much  from  injudicious  kindness,  or  from  violent  and  rude  oppo- 
sition. In  general  they  should  be  treated  very  much  like  other  children,  and  taught 
to  feel  in  every  respect  they  are  responsible  beings.

TO  THE  SUBSCEIBEES. 

Another  year  has  passed,  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  to  report  to  the  Subscriber’s  the  progress  and 
position  of  the  Institution. 

The  Peogeess  op  the  Pupils. 

This  they  are  happy  to  state  continues  very  satisfactory,  and 
many  of  the  elder  scholars  are  attaining  a high  degree  of 
efficiency.  At  the  Annual  Examination  held  last  December,  the 
expressions  of  approval  elicited  from  the  large  audience  were  most 
encouraging,  and  the  distribution  of  prizes  then  made  has  been 
the  means  of  causing  the  amount  of  emulation  among  the 
pupils.  The  Music  teaching  has  been  satisfactory,  but  the  few 
Blind  Scholars  in  the  Institution  who  have  any  ear  at  all 
for  Music,  does  not  give  much  choice  of  pupils ; one  of  the 
most  forward  also  has  left  during  the  past  year. 

Health  op  the  Pupils. 

Eour  months  since  Scarlet  Eever  of  a mild  type  broke  out ; 
six  cases  occurred  ; but  the  means  at  command,  and  the  large 
accommodation  of  the  Institution  affording  facilities  for  the 
isolation  of  the  patients,  together  with  the  liberal  use  of 
disiufectauts,  and  the  assiduous  attention  of  our  Hon.  Surgeon, 
Dr.  Eenwick,  the  skilful  nursing  of  the  Matron  and  assistant, 
contributed  to  their  speedy  recovery,  and  prevented  the  infection 
spreading  through  the  Institution ; the  Committee  gladly  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  Dr.  Eenwick.  The  children  are  all 
now  in  excellent  health. 
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Number  op  Ismates. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  Institution  at  the  end  of  last 
year  Avas  59,  and  there  has  been  received  since,  two  boys  and  one 
girl.  Two  of  these  from  Tasmania,  and  one  from  Now  South 
Wales,  making  a total  of  G2  ; of  this  number  nine  have  left  for 
their  homes  and  friends — si.v  deaf  and  dumb,  and  three  blind — 
and  there  now  remains  in  the  Institution  53, — ^13  deaf  and  dumb, 
aud  10  blind,  some  applications  for  admission  are  now  pending. 
One  of  the  blind  boys  Avho  left,  was  apprenticed  by  the  Committee 
to  a chair  caner,  and  a sample  of  his  and  other  work  from  the 
Institution,  was  awarded  a Bronze  Medal  at  the  last  Intercolonial 
Exhibition. 

Financial. 

Though  the  Subscriptions  have  not  increased  proportionallv 
to  the  expenditure ; the  Institution,  however,  is  becoming 
more  known,  aud  occupies  a firmer  and  more  satisfactorv 
positiou  among  the  charitable  public.  Of  the  special  receipts 
the  Committee  would  beg  to  notice  the  folloAving  : —

The  payments  for  School  Fees  and  Clothing  are  satisfactory 

being  £333  10s.  3d.  for  this  year,  against  .£372  3s.  4d.  for  last 
year. 

The  Country  collections  have  also  been  highly  gratifyino-  a?’d 
during  the  travels  of  the  Country  Collector,  several  new  puiiils 
ba\c  been  forwarded  to  the  Institution. 


Improvements  anb  Abuitions. 

r expressed  in  last  year’s  report  have  been 

fulfilled,  and  the  balance  to  credit  of  Building  Fund  was  so  much 
increased  m the  early  part  of  this  year  as  to  enable  the  Com- 
mittee to  carry  out  the  urgently  required  additions  and  improve- 
ments then  mentioned,  viz.,  the  erection  of  the  Balconies  aud 


Verandahs  around  the  Building — these  seven  in  number,  twa 
Balconies  and  five  Verandahs,  with  new  Fuel  house,  &c.,  &c.,  are 
now  completed,  the  work  having  been  carried  out  under  the  super- 
visionof  the  Architect  of  the  Building,in  a most  substantialmanuer, 
the  whole  of  the  timber  used  being  hardwood.  The  cost  of  the 
whole  of  the  addition  has  been  a trifle  over  £1,000,  one  thousand 
pounds,  and  your  inspection  is  invited. 

These  last  additions  have  proved  a very  great  boon  during  the- 
late  boisterous  winter  weather,  and  will  largely  tend  to  protect 
the  main  building. 

The  whole  of  the  border  of  the  grounds  against  the  fences  has 
been  trenched,  and  is  now  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs,  a 
donation  from  the  Botanical  Gardens. 

Lady  Visitors. 

The  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee,  consisting  of  the  under 
mentioned  ladies ; namely,  Mrs.  Baillie,  Mrs.  Breillat,  Mrs. 
Barry,  Mrs.  Balcombe,  Mrs.  Dunsmure,  Mrs.  Goodlet,  Mrs. 
John  Hay,  Mrs.  Hills,  Mrs.  George  King,  Mrs.  Leathes,  Mrs. 
Metcalfe,  Miss  Mackie,  Lady  Manning,  Mrs.  Nott,  Mrs.  F.  E. 
Eobinson,  Mrs.  Scott,  Mrs.  Wise,  who  continue  their  good  offices 
with  much  benefit  to  the  Institution. 

Visit  of  Eoyal  CoiiMissionERS. 

The  gentlemen  appointed  as  a Eoyal  Commission  to  report 
upon  the  charities  of  the  colony,  paid  a visit  of  Inspection  in  due 
course  to  this  Institution,  and  in  their  most  exhaustive  and  able 
report  notified  their  impressions  as  being  most  satisfactory, 
and  the  following  extract  from  the  Second  Eeport  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  into,  and  report  upon,  the 
Working  and  Management  of  the  Public  Charities  of  the  Colony, 
29th  May,  1874,  page  117  : — • 

“ The  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind. — This 
Institution  being  to  a small  extent  assisted  by  a Parliamentary 
vote,  we  made  an  inquiry  into  its  management.  We  found  it 
contained  Twenty-one  Deaf  and  Dumb  Boys,  and  an  equal  number 
of  Girls  of  the  same  class,  besides  Five  Blind  Boys  and  Seven 
Blind  girls.  The  management  appeared  to  us  to  be  good,  and  we

remarked  nothing  calling  for  particular  notice.  The  Institution 
is  conducted  on  unsectarian  principles,  and  from  its  truly 
charitable  character,  is  in  every  way  deserving  of  public  support.” 

Genkbat,  Eemabks. 

Among  the  many  kind  services  and  Donations  during  the  year 
the  following  deserve  especial  notification,  namely : Tree 
admission  to  the  Great  Hiberuicon  at  the  School  of  Arts.  Mr. 
J.  F.  Staff,  Parramatta  Picnic  to  Chowder  Bay,  to  celebrate  his 
golden  wedding.  Mr.  Elouis,  Inspection  of  the  Mint  and 
machinery  in  motion.  St.  Stephen’s  Picnic,  per  Rev.  Robert 
Taylor.  Picnic  to  Rose  Bay,  kindly  given  by  Mrs.  John  Hay, 
and  a large  Christmas  tree  handsomely  decorated  by  Mrs.  Wise 
and  other  ladies, — with  numerous  presents  and  toys  provided  for 
each  of  the  children  by  Mr.  Elouis. 

The  numerous  other  Donations  of  Fruit,  Vegetables,  &c.,  will 
be  given  in  full  in  the  report. 

The  Committee  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of 
ene  of  their  valued  members,  the  late  Maurice  Alexander,  Esq., 
whose  kind  attention  to  the  wants  of  the  Inmates,  and  to  the 
interests  of  the  Institution  generally,  had  endeared  him  to  all 
its  members. 

Conclusion. 

In  concluding  their  report  the  Committee  again  commend  the 
Institution  and  its  Inmates  to  the  care  of  Almighty  God,  to 
whom  they  desire  to  offer  their  heartfelt  thanks  for  the 
continued  success  which  He  has  permitted  to  attend  their  efforts 
on  behalf  of  the  afflicted  objects  of  their  care. 

The  Institution  is  open  daily,  except  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
from  2 to  4 o’clock  for  visitors,  who  are  invited  to  inspect  and 
see  for  themselves,  the  manner  in  which  it  is  carried  on ; the 
method  of  Instruction  will  be  explained  by  some  of  the  Teachers.

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COMPOSITION  BY  THE  PUPILS 

Tlie  following  specimens  of  composition,  or  essays  are  the 
work  of  some  of  the  elder  pupils,  (the  subjects  are  of  their  own 
choosing)  and  receive  no  correction  except  such  as  their  respec- 
tive writers  can  make  on  a careful  review,  when  the  prominent 
errors  are  pointed  out  by  a Teacher.  In  judging  then  it  is  well 
to  remember  the  ages  of  the  writers,  and  the  length  of  time  at 
school.  And  that  very  few  if  any  had  acquired  a knowledge  of 
written  or  spoken  language  previously  to  their  admission  to  the 
Institution.

AT  THE 

THIKTEENTH  ANNUAL  PUBLIC  MEETING.

The  annual  meeting  in  connection  with  this  Institution  took  place  yesterday 
afternoon,  in  the  large  hall  of  the  edifice  on  the  Newtown  Road.  The  build- 
ing was  quite  filled  with  the  children,  their  teachers,  and  the  risitors — about 
nine-tenths  of  the  latter  being  ladies.  The  chair  was  taken  by  the  lion.  John 
Hay,  President  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  amongst  others  upon  the 
platform  were  the  Rev.  George  King,  M.A.  (President),  Revs.  Hr.  Steel,  J. 
Galloway,  C.  Stewart,  D.  Allen,  S.  P.  M'Kenzie,  Messrs.  F.  R.  Robinson,  J. 
Paxton,  J.  Henry,  G.  F.  Wise,  W.  Love,  and  Ellis  Robinson.  The  ladies 
included  amongst  them  Lady  Robinson  (accompanied  by  Mrs.  Dick),  Mrs. 
Goodlet,  Mrs.  Hay,  Mrs.  Scott,  Miss  Holt,  Miss  Mackie,  the  Misses  King,  &e. 
Apologies  were  received  from  Sir  Alfred  Stephen,  Mrs.  Goodenough,  and  Mrs. 
Metcalfe. 

The  Chaibsian,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  that  it  had  been  customary 
for  many  years  back  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  Governor’s  presence  at 
these  meetings  ; and  he  was  sure  they  all  regretted  very  much  that  his  Ex- 
cellency, being  engaged  upon  important  public  business  elsewhere,  could  not 
show  that  interest  in  the  institution  on  the  present  occasion  which  he  had 
hitherto  done.  He  (Mr.  Hay)  presumed  that  he  had  been  asked  to  take  the 
chair  more  in  consequence  of  the  position  ho  had  the  honour  to  hold  in  con- 
nection with  Parliament  than  for  any  particular  merit  or  claim  in  connection 
with  this  institution,  although  ho  had  always  taken  a warm  interest  in  it  from 
the  beginning.  Still  ho  knew  that  there  were  many  other  gentlemen  in  the 
toypn  who  had  much  greater  claim  than  he  had  to  the  honour  accorded  him  on 
this  occasion.  It  afforded  him  great  pleasure  to  show  the  interest  he  took  in 
this  institution  ; indeed  he  felt  that  there  could  not  possibly  be  an  institution 
of  an  eleemosynary  nature  which  more  deserved  the  thanks  of  all  classes  of 
the  community.  It  was  one  of  those  things  which  made  us  thankful  that  we 
live  in  this  age  of  the  world  to  observe  how  much  the  spirit  of  humanity  had 
increased  since  the  earlier  epochs.  The  greatest  philosopher  and  the  greatest 
observer  of  ancient  times  had  pronounced  absolutely  that  the  deaf  and  dumb 
were  precluded  from  improvement,  and  could  not  be  taught  the  exercise  of 
the  reasoning  powers  of  man  ; and  in  all  other  writers  of  antiquity  there  was 
very  little  mention  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  besides  the  most  cruel  dictum. 
These  unfortunates  had  apparently  been  totally  neglected  and  treated  with 
contempt,  except  in  those  instances  where  they  were  the  subject  of  superstitious 
fear  as  being  under  evil  influences.  The  children  of  the  rich  were  shut  awav 
from  public  observation  as  much  as  possible,  while  the  children  of  the  poor

were  made  little  better  than  the  beasts  of  burden.  It  was  something  in  this 
age  to  see  the  different  way  in  which  these  poor  creatures  were  viewed,  how 
much  they  possessed  of  the  reasoning  powers,  how  much  of  the  intellect  as 
well  as  the  heart  of  man  they  were  capable  of  developing,  and  to  see  that 
science  and  the  efforts  of  philanthropic  individuals  had  overcome  all  the  dif- 
ficulties which  stood  in  the  way  of  imparting  the  instruction  desired.  It  was 
not  until  the  fifteenth  century  of  the  Christian  era  that  any  notion  got  abroad 
that  it  was  possible  to  teach  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  they  were  left  altogether 
unprovided  for.  But  about  that  period,  in  the  awakening  of  the  intellect  of 
Europe,  the  spirit  of  humanity  and  of  Christianity  being  active,  the  minds  of 
many  of  the  philanthropic  began  to  be  exercised  as  to  whether  something 
could  not  be  done  to  relieve  those  afflicted  with  these  infirmities ; and  from 
that  time  various  methods  had  been  adopted,  which  had  eventually  resulted 
in  an  almost  effectual  system  for  imparting  education  to  the  deaf  and  dumb. 
We  now  stirring  in  this  new  country  felt  the  advantages  of  the  system  estab- 
lished at  home.  Fourteen  years  ago  this  institution  had  made  a commence- 
ment in  a very  humble  way  ; and  he  recollected  that  as  far  back  as  1865  the 
children  domiciled  in  it  only  amounted  to  ten.  There  were  now  fifty-two 
deaf  and  dumb,  besides  ten  blind  children,  within  its  walls,  and  it  was  thus 
manifest  that  very  great  progress  indeed  had  been  made.  He  was 
very  glad  to  see  that  by  one  of  the  rules  the  founders  were  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  list  of  members  as  life-directors.  He  was  glad 
to  see  three  of  them  present,  the  Kev.  George  King  and  Messrs.  Love  and 
Robinson  ; these  gentlemen  must  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  result 
of  the  humble  beginning  made  some  twelve  or  fourteen  years  ago.  They 
had  great  reason  to  be  grateful  also  to  one  now  no  longer  amongst  us, 
the  Earl  of  Belmore.  As  Lord  Belmore  had  left  the  colony,  and  was  not 
likely  to  return  again  the  time  had  come  to  admit  the  great  debt  of  gratitude 
the  institution  was  under  to  that  nobleman.  (Cheers.)  It  had  been  proposed 
to  call  this  institution  by  Lord  Belmore’s  name  ; but  it  was,  perhaps  wisely, 
decided  not  to  do  so.  He  was  quite  sure,  however,  that  they  ought  to  be  very 
much  ashamed  of  themselves  if  they  did  not  acknowledge  the  great  advantages 
the  institution  had  derived  from  the  Earl’s  liberality  and  patronage,  extended, 
indeed,  not  only  to  this  but  to  all  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  country. 
At  the  time  when  his  rev.  friend  Mr.  King  had  despaired  of  being  able  to 
obtain  sufficient  money  to  raise  a permanent  institution.  Lord  Belmore  gener- 
ously headed  a subscription  which  in  about  eighteen  months  enabled  this 
building  to  be  completed — almost  to  the  astonishment  and  surprise  of  those 
most  intimately  connected  with  it  and  most  anxious  to  see  it  prosper.  Another 
great  advantage  had  been  secured  by  obtaining  the  services  of  so  excellent  and 
able  a teacher  as  they  had  in  Mr.  Watson.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was  impossible 
to  overrate  the  advantages  of  having  so  devoted  a teacher,  so  able  in  what 
might  be  called  his  profession,  and  so  excellent  a man,  in  every  way  deserving 
of  encouragement  and  approbation.  He  was  glad  to  observe  by  the  report 
that  this  establishment  still  flourished,  that  its  inmates  were  in  admirable 
health,  making  good  progress,  and  that  the  funds  were  such  as  to  enable  the 
purposes  to  be  carried  out  to  as  great  an  extent  as  was  at  the  present  time 
desired.  No  effort  should  be  spared  on  the  part  of  those  who  took  an  interest 
in  the  institution  to  get  the  greatest  support  which  could  be  secured  from  the 
public.  This  was  one  of  those  institutions  which  (as  Sir  Hercules  Robinson 
had  remarked  at  the  last  annual  meeting)  you  could  not  possibly  over-do. 
There  were  many  charitable  institutions  which,  however  laubable  their  desire, 
you  might  have  some  hesitation  in  according  your  support  to  ; you  might 
possibly  consider  that  you  were  doing  more  harm  than  good  by  encouraging 
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that  which  it  was  desired  to  overcome  or  repress.  But  in  this  case  could 
not  by  any  possibility  do  harm  ; you  could  not  increase  number  of 
who  might  perhaps  be  your  future  care.  Emissaries  should  be  sent  out  in  all 
directioL,  not  merely  to  collect  subscriptions,  but  to  get  in  all  who  might  be 
the  obiecU  of  the  charity.  Their  mission  would  not  be  completed  until  every 
deaf  aid  dumb  child  in  the  colony  was  under  their  inauence.  Ye  however 
much  they  might  do  for  them,  they  would  not  add  one  unfortunate  to  the  list 
of  those  whom  they  sought  to  redeem.  He  wished  to  cocour'ige  those  who 
had  taken  so  great  an  interest  in  the  cause ; they  knew  as  well  as  he  did  that 
much  had  been  done,  but  very  much  still  remained.  They  ought  to  have  the 
guardianship  over  the  objects  of  their  solicitude  not  only  in  their  youth  but  in 
after  life  • they  should  be  apprenticed  out  to  different  trades, 
enable  them  to  make  their  living,  and  have  all  that  happiMss  which  could 
only  arise  from  earning  one’s  own  livelihood.  Ibis  was  lor  the  “C™ 

what  bad  been  done  in  the  past  there  could  not  be  any  doubt  that  this  institu- 
tion would  continue  to  be  a success,  and  that  it  would  go  on  until  it  fairly 
competed  with  what  had  been  done  in  the  same  way  either  in  the  sister 
colonies  or  in  Great  Britain.  As  Sir  Hercules  Eobiiison  nad  said  at  the  last 
meeting,  this  institution  had  a peculiar  charm  upon  the  community,  because 
it  was  unsectarian.  It  was  one  of  those  things  in  which  all  clergymen,  of 
whatever  denomination,  should  unite  to  bring  children.  But  although  it  was 
iinsectarian,  he  was  sure  that  it  was  an  institution  imbued  with  the  spirit  of 
religion,  and  he  hoped  it  would  always  remain  so,  for  it  would  be  sad  indeed 
if  we  were  practically  to  open  the  eyes  and  ears  of  these  unfortunate  children 
submitted  to  our  care,  and  nothing  were  to  be  imparted  to  them  upon  which 
they  inioht  lean  for  consolation  in  this  life,  and  look  for  happiness  in  the 
future.  ° (Cheers.)  He  called  upon  the  hon.  secretary  to  read  the  annual 
report. 

Mr.  Ellis  Robinson,  honorary  secretary  read  the  following  report  and 
balance-sheet : — Which  appears  in  previous  pages. 

Kev.  G.  King  said  that  in  passing  among  the  inmates  of  this  institution  he 
was  asked  by  a gentleman  the  following  question  : “ Which  of  the  two 

afflictions,  that  of  the  blind  or  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  did  he  consider  the  heavier 
affliction  ? ” It  was  difflcult  for  those  who  have  never  realised  in  themselves 
cither  of  those  privations  to  arrive  at  a just  appreciation  of  the  state  of  those 
two  afflicted  classes.  On  the  one  hand,  the  deaf  and  dumb  are  shut  out  from 
all  social  communion.  The  two  grand  avenues  which  mankind  possess  for  the 
reception  and  communication  of  ideas  are  absolutely  closed  against  them. 
Darkness  rests  upon  the  mind  ; a worse  than  Egyptian  darkness  envelops  the 
soul.  No  human  voice  has  ever  reached  that  car,  no  sweet  music  has  ever 
awakened  within  that  dull,  cold  breast  the  melody  of  song.  All  the  faculties 
of  the  soul  are  dorniont,  and  life  is  one  long,  dreary,  melancholy  blank.  To 
the  blind,  on  the  other  hand,  all  external  nature  is  blotted  out  of  existence. 
In  vain  for  them  the  glorious  sun  arises,  and  fills  all  nature  with  light  and  life 
and  joy.  The  trees  may  stand  forth  to  us  in  all  their  varied  beauty  of  light 
and  shade,  the  bright  leaves  sparkling  in  the  sunshine,  the  graceful  branches 
waving  in  the  breeze,  the  sweet  bloom  of  bud  and  flower,  the  rich  ripening 
fruit,  the  gladsome  birds  upon  the  wing,  the  cattle  upon  a thousand  hills,  the 
flocks  and  herds  browsing  upon  the  undulating  plain,  the  rich  green  carpet 
jewelled  with  flow  ers  of  exquisite  beauty,  the  lofty  mountain-peak  towering  in 
the  skies,  and  the  mighty  ocean  sublime  in  its  calm  and  peaceful  smiles,  as  well 
118  in  the  upheaving  of  its  mountain  waves.  All  this  melody  of  earth  and  sea 
and  sky,  wiiich  thrills  the  soul  with  gladness,  and  speaks  to  us  of  our  one 
great  Father  who  first  said  “ Let  them  he,”  and  they  were,  and  who  still 
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preserves  them  in  all  tbeir  freshness  by  His  gracious  providence — all  these 
liveried  servants  of  our  beneficent  Creator  may  minister  unceasingly  to  our 
enjoyments,  but  to  the  blind  they  are  silent  and  unseen.  All  their  glory  is 
sepulchred  in  darkness,  and  death  reigns  around.  Such,  to  the  blind,  the  loss 
of  this  one  sense!  jS^ow,  to  the  deaf  and  dumb  all  those  rich  stores  of  nature 
are  open  before  their  eyes,  but  to  their  benighted  mind,  her  wealth  of  beauty 
and  knowledge  is  written  in  cipher ; they  have  no  key  to  open  up  her 
treasures.  They  see,  but  perceive  not.  The  fact  is,  the  beauty  and  knowledge 
which  come  to  us  from  nature  is  not  inherent  there.  Its  source  is  in  the  soul 
of  man.  The  fountain  of  inspiration  is  within.  The  light  emanates  originally 
from  the  human  soul  upon  the  outspread  field  of  nature,  and  by  refiection 
flows  back  again  in  ten  thousand  beauteous  channels,  joyous  with  all  nature’s 
freshness,  and  hallowed  in  the  recognition  of  our  heavenly  Father’s  goodness 
in  the  midst  of  it  all.  While  we  thus  enjoy  the  glory  of  our  Father’s  rich 
domain,  these  afflicted  children  can  but  stand  at  that  closed-up  sepulchre,  and, 
with  the  weeping  Mary,  drop  a tear  in  sad  and  melancholy  loneliness.  O ! 
would  that  with  the  angel  we  could  come  and  roll  away  the  stone,  and 
offer  to  our  afflicted  brethren  a word  of  consolation.  ’Tis  to  this 
angelic  work  that  your  attention  was  invited  here  this  afternoon. 
That  bright  spirit  with  the  light  of  heaven  upon  her  wings  is  but  an 
emblem  of  the  mission  which  in  the  strength  of  Providence  this  institution  had 
undertaken.  The  first  object  which  presented  itself  to  their  attention  on  step- 
ing  over  the  threshold  of  this  building  was  the  inscription  over  the  doorway  in 
these  words  : “ Then  the  eyes  of  the  blind  shall  be  opened,  and  the  ears  of  the 
deaf  shall  be  unstopped.”  This  beautiful  allegorical  prophecy,  after  a lapse 
of  a millennium  and  a half,  we  recognised  in  these  happy  children  developed 
into  a realised  fact.  Through  the  teaching  of  this  institution  God  had  given 
utterance  to  that  beneficent  command,  “ Ephatha  ” — be  opened,  and  the  eye, 
long  sealed  in  darkness,  opened  to  the  mental,  moral,  and  spiritual  world. 
The  deaf  oar  is  unstopped  ; the  tongue  of  the  dumb  was  released  from  bondage, 
and  all  the  glorious  things  of  heaven  and  earth,  once  sepulchred  in  death, 
were  now  revealed  to  the  intellect  and  brought  home  to  the  soul  of  those  happy 
inmates.  In  this  labour  of  love  the  institution  had  so  far  worked  with  the 
success  which  they  were  now  able  to  witness  and  attest.  Both  afflictions,  no 
doubt,  are  grievous  beyond  our  powers  of  expression  ; but  both  classes  after 
a few  years  of  instruction  here,  are  returned  to  their  homes  intellectual  and 
industrious,  cheerful  and  happy  ; or,  if  friendless  and  homeless,  they  still  have 
a happy  home  in  the  institution  until  provision  is  made  for  their  earning  a 
comfortable  and  independent  living  by  the  use  of  their  own  hands  or  heads. 
Here  now  was  an  opportunity  for  our  bearing  a part  in  this  hallowed  mission  ; 
and  it  should  be  a part  worthy  of  the  cause,  and  worthy  of  ourselves.  He  was 
happy  to  be  able  to  state,  also,  that  they  had  in  some  measure  realised  the 
hope  which  he  gave  expression  to  at  the  last  annual  meeting  with  reference  to 
the  adult  blind  and  deaf  and  dumb  of  Sydney.  They  had  been  all  visited  in 
their  own  houses  by  Mr.  Watson,  the  master  of  the  institution,  and  some  of 
them  are  now  under  his  instruction.  He  had  also  visited  some  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb  adults,  and  communicated  our  views  with  regard  to  them.  What  wo 
want  to  do  for  the  adults  is  this  : To  teach  them  some  industrial  trade,  and  to 
supply  them  with  materials  for  carrying  on  industrial  pursuits  in  their  own 
homes.  For  this  department  of  the  society’s  work  additional  means  must  be 
raised.  ■ But  past  experience  had  assured  them  that  they  might  trust  to  the 
generosity  of  the  charitable  public.  It  was  only  necessary  to  mention  the 
wants  of  a good  cause,  like  the  present,  in  order  to  have  those  wants  abund- 
antly supplied.  Mr.  Watson  had  already  communicated  instruction  to  these 
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adult  blind  and  deaf  and  dumb  ; every  Sunday  morning  he  mot  and  instructed 
tltni  in  which  labour  he  was  supported  by  some  good  young  men  one  a blind 
youngman  partially  educated  here,  and  two  young  men  belonging  to  theChristian 
Assofiation!^  He  was  sure  that  they  might  confidently  rely  upon  the  support 
necessary  to  carry  on  this  good  work.  In  conclusion,  he  had  mu^eh  PjeMure 
in  movi/g, — “ That  the  report  now  read  be  adopted,  and,  together  with  the 
treasurer’s  balance-sheet,  be  printed  and  circulated.’ 

Mr.  Joseph  Paxton,  J.P.,  seconded. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried  unanimously. 

Rev  Dr  Steel  moved  the  second  Resolution, — “ That  the  thanks  of 
this  meeting  be  given  to  the  Government  and  Parliament  for  the  annual 
grant  of  £450  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  this  institution.  It  was  very  desira- 
ble that  while  so  many  were  willing  to  give  help  voluntarily,  the  Govern- 
ment and  Parliament  should  secure  from  the  taxes  of  the  country  what 
might  be  termed  involuntary  help.  It  concerned  the  whole  country  very 
much  that  this  should  be  done;  in  fact  it  might  be  called  a matter  of 
education.  The  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind  were  endowed  with  the  same 
faculties  as  we  were,  but  they  laboured  under  an  immense  disadvantage  in 
developing  them,  and  it  was  to  overcome  that  that  the  struggle  was  made. 
Coming  from  European  stock  we  might  he  supposed  to  have  much  the  same 
proportion  of  deaf  mutes  amongst  us  namely,  one  in  every  1600.  In  the 
United  Kingdom  the  average  was  about  one  in  every  1650  ; in  the  mountainous 
districts  of  Scotland,  one  in  1300.  These  freaks  of  nature,  so  to  speak,  appear- 
ing very  striking  as  we  instituted  a comparison  of  the  numbers  in  which  they 
were  developed  in  different  localities.  In  Yorkshire  the  average  was  one  in 
every  2331 ; in  Worcestershire  one  in  1160  ; whereas  in  Switzerland,  as  any 
traveller  could  not  fail  to  observe,  there  was  no  less  than  one  in  every  200. 
We  might  be  supposed  to  have  taken  the  European  rate,  and  therefore  there 
must  be  in  this  colony  a considerable  number  who  had  not  been  reached  ; but  it 
was  gratifying  to  find  that  every  year  we  were  discovering  them  and  bringing 
them  here.  There  could  not  bo  a more  striking  proof  of  the  interest  which 
the  ladies  of  Sydney  took  in  the  institution  than  the  numbers  in  which  they 
had  assembled,  notwithstanding  the  great  and  preternatural  heat  of  the  day. 
There  was  a striking  difference  between  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind  ; 
the  former,  from  their  peculiar  disadvantages,  could  not  be  educated  to  the  same 
high  degree  as  the  latter.  They  could  be  made  to  attain  a high  degree  of 
proficiency  in  some  of  the  mechanical  arts ; they  could  bo  made  good  printers, 
book-binders,  and  so  on — but  if  Mr.  Watson  could  teach  them  to  speak  it 
would  be  an  advantage.  (A  laugh.)  He  was  not  uttering  a paradox  in 
saying  this,  for  the  eminent  Dr.  Watson,  who  had  devoted  so  much  attention 
to  this  department  of  science,  had  affirmed  that  it  was  possible  to  do  this — and 
there  had  been  notable  instances  of  people  without  tongues  being,  nevertheless, 
able  to  speak.  There  were  two  of  the  early  martyrs  instanced ; Gibbon 
sneered  at  this  story,  and  it  was  at  one  time  generally  ascribed  to  miraculous 
intervention,  but  now  parallel  instances  had  been  recorded.  Dr.  Syme  had 
been  called  upon  to  cut  out  a man’s  tongue : and  twelve  months  afterwards 
the  patient  had  walked  into  his  study,  and  asked  him  how  he  did.  We  are 
more  dependent  upon  the  ear  than  upon  the  tongue  ; and  by  the  wonderful 
art  which  some  had  acquired  the  deaf  and  dumb  had  been  taught  to  speak. 
However,  their  education  could  not  be  carried  very  far.  It  was  different  with 
the  blind  ; they  might  be  endowed  with  the  genius  of  the  poet,  or  the  man  of 
science,  or  the  political  power  to  accomplish  mighty  things.  This  had  been 
proved  in  numerous  cases,  from  “ the  blind  old  man  in  Seia’s  rocky  isle,  who 
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aiug  to  the  music  of  the  sea  the  Iliad  and  the  Odyssey” — downwards. 
Another  curious  circumstance  was  that  whilst  in  youthful  years  there  were 
more  deaf  and  dumb  than  blind,  the  blind  out-numbered  the  deaf  and  dumb 
’•ery  rapidly,  from  the  fact  that  many  became  blind  at  mature  age,  and  a few 
were  born  blind.  Of  a thousand  children  born  at  a great  institution  in 
London,  a scientific  man  who  had  attended  there  twenty-five  years,  had 
observed  that  not  one  was  born  blind.  It  had  also  been  calculated  that  out  of 
1200  born  deaf  and  dumb,  not  700  arrived  at  16  years  of  age,  whereas  it  was 
common  for  the  blind  to  live  to  be  grey-haired.  He  hoped  the  general 
subscriptions  would  be  a great  deal  larger  next  year,  and  would  increase  as 
the  wants  of  the  institution  became  more  generally  known.  (Cheers.) 

Mr.  G.  F.  Wise  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  put,  and  carried. 

Eev.  Daniel  Allen  moved  the  next  resolution  : — “ That  the  following 
gentlemen  constitute  the  committee  for  the  ensuing  year  : — President,  the  Rev. 
George  King,  M.A. ; vice-president,  Rev.  Dr.  Lang  ; hon.  treasurer,  Mr.  Henry 
Philips ; hon.  secretary,  Mr.  Ellis  Robinson ; hon.  surgeon,  Mr.  Arthur 
Renwick,  M.D. ; committee,  Mr.  E.  T.  Beilby,  Mr.  John  Frazer,  Mr.  J.  R. 
Fairfax,  Mr.  Robert  Hills,  Mr.  James  Henry,  Rev.  James  Milne,  Mr.  William 
Love,  J.P.,  Mr.  William  Rae,  Mr.  F.  R.  Robinson,  Mr.  George  F.  Wise,  Mr. 
S.  C.  Brown,  M.L.A.,  Mr.  Alderman  Linsley,  J.P.”  By  assisting  our  fellow 
creatures  in  affliction  we  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  the  greatest  philanthro- 
pist that  every  lived,  namely,  Jesus  Christ ; therefore,  such  services  must  be 
held  in  honour  by  us  all.  When  he  was  a boy  the  lady  teaching  the  highest 
class  in  the  Sabbath  school  which  he  attended  had  been  blind,  and  the  circum- 
stance had  made  a lasting  impression  upon  him  through  life.  He  thought 
that  an  institution  such  as  this,  which  could  assist  those  afflicted  as  this  lady 
was  to  read  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  must  be  worthy  of  our  highest  admiration 
and  sympathies. 

Rev.  Mr.  Galloway  seconded  the  resolution ; and  it  was  passed  without 
dissent. 

Rev.  G.  King  proposed  a vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  which  was  carried 
by  acclamation,  the  company  all  rising. 

The  CuAiBllAN  returned  thanks. 

The  children  were  then  examined.  They  all  appeared  healthy  and  contented 
They  were  neatly  clothed  and  clean,  and  had  a well-fed  cheery  aspect,  always 
pleasing  to  see  in  youth  ; but  upon  the  countenances  of  some,  especially  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  there  was  a restless  and  wandering  expression  somewhat 
painful  to  view.  They  appeared,  however,  by  no  means  deficient  in  intelligence, 
and  the  attainments  of  those  examined  seemed  very  satisfactory.  The  com- 
mencement was  the  singing  of  a hymn,  “ Come,  thou  high  and  lofty  Lord,”  by 
the  blind  children,  accompanied  on  the  harmonium  by  a little  boy  also  blind. 
Then  three  of  the  blind  children  gave  a pianoforte  performance,  consisting  of 
selections  from  “ Masaniello,” — played  very  ereditably.  The  singing  in  choyus 
of  the  air  “ Spirit  of  the  breeze  ” followed.  Then  two  little  girls  read  aloud, 
with  much  fluency,  portions  of  the  Scriptures  printed  in  raised  characters,  so 
as  to  be  traced'  by  the  hand.  Their  manipulation  of  these  was  truly  marvel- 
lous. Neither  of  these  poor  children  had  been  learning  more  than  six  or  seven 
months,  and  it  was  an  affecting  sight  to  witness  the  manner  in  which  they  were 
enabled  to  acquire  for  themselves  the  words  of  life  and  consolation.  They  had 
been  instructed  by  a pupil  teacher,  a blind  young  man,  who  had  also  been 
educated  at  the  establishment. 
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The  deaf  and  dumb  were  next  examined  in  history  and  geography  by 
means  of  questions  written  and  answered  upon  the  blackboard  ; the  visitors 
being  invited  to  examine  for  themselves.  The  proficiency  displayed  wm  really 
extremely  ereditable  considering  the  age  of  the  scholars  and  the  aflliction  un- 
der which  thev  suffered.  The  first  question  was  “ Do  you  like  Uiis  meeting  ? 
-to  which  a little  girl  readily  answered  “Yes.”  The  next  query  (suggested 
bv  a visitor)  was,  “ What  is  this  meeting  about  ? After  a little  difficulty 
another  little  girl  responded.  “ The  Annual  Meeting.”  Then,  “ Do  you  know 
the  chairman  ?”  was  inscribed  ; and  “ Mr.  Hay”  was  the  immediate  response 
bv  a boy.  To  this  succeeded  the  question,  “ When  was  Scotland  annexed  to 
England?”  to  which  were  two  responses  “1306”  and  “1707,”  in  the  former 
case  the  pupil  probably  contemplating  the  subjugation  by  Edward  III.  The 
question,  “ In  whose  reign  ?”  was  promptly  answered  “ In  the  reign  of  Anne, 
by  a little  girl.  Then  the  class  were  asked,— “ When  was  Scotland  first  annexed 
to  England  ?”  to  which  a female  pupil  replied  at  once  “ 1603.”  “ Who  was 
Anne,”  was  then  submitted,  and  answered — “ The  daughter  of  James  II.  by  one 
little  girl,  another  one  further  volunteering  the  character  of  the  sovereign  in 
question,  which  was  to  the  effect  that  she  was  “a  good  quiet  queen,  possessed 
of  many  good  qualities,  but  weak”— a brief  epitome  which  created  a good 
deal  of  amusement.  “The  Duke  of  Marlborough”  was  named  as  the  cele- 
brated general  of  Queen  Anne’s  time  ; and  “ Gibraltar,  “ Blenheim, 

“ Oudinot,”  and  “Saragossa”  suggested  as  a few  of  his  victories.  One  of  the 
boys,  however,  intimated  that  it  was  Sir  George  Hooke  who  captured  Gibraltar. 
The  question  “ Who  was  the  best  Queen  of  England  ?”  was,  of  course, 
promptly  answered  “ Victoria  ;”  but  upon  the  point  who  was  the  best  queen 
leaving  the  reigning  sovereign  out  of  consideration,  there  was  a difierence  of 
opinion,  one  child  suggesting  “ Mary  II.,”  and  another  “ Elizabeth.”  There 
was  also  much  variance  as  to  who  was  “ the  best  King  of  England” — a ques- 
tion which  after  all  might  puzzle  much  more  experienced  and  deeply  read 
scholars.  “Edward  III.,”  “William  III.,”  and  “ Alfred”  were  submitted. 
The  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  was  stated  at  thirty-seven  and  forty-four  years. 


Mr.  Ellis  Bobinson  read  a letter  which  he  had  received  from  a former 
deaf  and  dumb  inmate  of  the  institution  who  had  been  taken  home  to  Brisbane. 
He  spoke  in  terms  of  affection  both  of  the  asylum,  its  teachers  and  friends, 
and  the  old  pupils;  referring  to  many  of  the  latter  by  name,  and  mixing  up, 
whimsically  enough,  inquiries  after  their  health  and  well-being,  with  hopes 
that  their  arithmetical  acquirements  were  in  a fair  way.  The  letter  was  a 
well-written  one  ; and  though  the  production  of  a deaf  and  dumb  boy  who, 
four  years  ago  was  altogether  ignorant,  it  would  bear  very  favourable  compari- 
son with  the  productions  of  many  of  the  most  efficient  boys  in  our  public 
schools. 


A dialogue  between  a blind  boy  and  a deaf  and  dumb  boy  created  a good 
deal  of  interest.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  former  conversing  upon  the 
fingers  of  the  latter — who  replied  in  the  same  way.  The  blind  boy  was 
desired  to  ask  different  questions  of  his  deaf  and  dumb  friend  ; they  were  at 
once  responded  to,  and  the  blind  boy  (a  smart  lively  little  fellow)  apprised 
the  audience  of  the  answers.  His  brightness  of  manner  created  some  amuse- 
ment. Ho  was  requested  to  ask  where  the  Governor  was,  and  he  shortlv 
afterwards  informed  the  company  that  the  answer  was  “ in  Fiji.”  “ Now,” 
added  he,  “ I’ll  ask  him  where  Fiji  is.”  This  appeared  rather  a poser  for  the 
little  deaf-mute  ; but  after  a minute  or  two  his  friend,  with  an  expression  of 
some  pity  for  the  other’s  geographical  shortcomings,  said,  “ I suppose  he 
means  in  the  Pacific.” 
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Two  blind  boys  then  recited  Longfellow’s  “ Psalm  of  Life,”  and  “ Sound 
the  loud  timbral  o’er  Egypt’s  dark  sea,”  respectively  ; and  two  deaf-and-dumb 
boys  illustrated  the  same  in  pantomime. 

This  closed  the  examination,  and  the  company  dispersed  to  view  the  build- 
ing, &c.  The  most  recent  alteration  since  our  last  notice  is  the  erection  of 
two  very  fine  cedar  tablets  in  the  entrance  hall,  with  the  names  of  the  “ life 
directors”  on  one,  and  those  of  the  givers  of  donations  or  bequests  of  above 
£50*  on  the  other.  The  lettering  is  in  gold,  with  illuminated  capitals  and 
ornamental  scrolls,  and  the  general  effect  is  harmonious  and  neat.  The 
boards  are  from  Hudson,  Brothers,  Bedfern  ; the  lettering  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Pullin, 
of  Park-street. 

The  pleased  and  contented  appearance  of  the  children  could  not  fail  to 
strike  every  one  who  saw  them.  Many  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  children  are 
pretty  and  very  intelligent  looking  ; and  a close  and  affectionate  companion- 
ship seemed  to  exist  between  them  and  their  fellow-afflicted  ones,  the  blind. 
They  were  all  neatly  and  nicely  dressed,  not  with  the  odious  uniformity  com- 
mon to  charitable  institutions,  but  in  ordinary  garments,  with  no  regard  to  re- 
semblance ; and  this  circumstance  seemed  to  make  them  appear  happier  look- 
ing, and  more  like  the  members  of  one  family  then  the  inmates  of  an  asylum. 
After  the  examination,  several  of  the  ladies  present  visited  the  institution,  in 
order  to  inspect  the  arrangements  and  observe  its  management.

INFOBMATION  RELATING  TO  APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE 

ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS  TO  THE  INSTITUTION,  &c.,  &c. 

1.  Applications  must  be  in  writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
and  should  contain  as  full  information  as  possible,  the  necessary 
forms  can  be  obtained  of  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

2.  Pupils  are  admissible  from  any  part  of  the  colony  of  New 
South  Wales,  and  under  certain  conditions,  from  Queensland, 
Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand. 

3.  No  child  deficient  in  intellect  can  be  considered  a fit 
subject  for  admission. 

4.  Children  from  five  to  twelve  years  of  age  are  eligible  for 
admission,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  age  be  above  15  years. 

5.  No  order  will  be  given  by  the  Committee  for  a child’s 
admission  until  the  medical  certificate  has  been  obtained. 

6.  Children  on  entering  the  Institution  are  required  to  have 
two  complete  suits  of  clothing,  for  school  or  week-day  wear,  to 
be  of  dark  colour,  and  a better  suit  for  Sunday,  and  must  be 
provided  with  clothing  (see  list)  by  their  parents  or  friends  during 
their  residence,  each  child  must  be  provided  with  a Box  or  Trunk 
in  which  to  keep  clean  clothing  for  use. 

7.  Any  amounts  remitted  to  the  Secretary  for  the  purchase 
of  clothing  will  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
of  Management. 

8.  The  fees  payable  in  ordinary  cases  for  the  board,  educa- 
tion, &c.,  of  children  in  the  Institution  are  : — Under  seven  years 
of  age,  £20  per  annum  ; over  seven  years  of  age,  £25  per  annum ; 
in  special  cases  a lower  scale  of  fees  is  adopted. 

9.  In  the  case  of  pauper  children,  a certificate  of  inability  to 
pay  any  fee  must  be  obtained  from  known  individuals. 

10.  The  fees  are  payable  in  advance,  and  date  from  the  time 
of  admission. 

11.  Children  cannot  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution 
unless  with  the  direct  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Committee. 

12.  In  addition  to  the  usual  educational  course  the  girls  are 
taught  household  duties,  and  the  boys  out-door  and  other  work. 

13.  It  is  essential  that  pupils  should  return  to  the  Institution 
on  the  day  fixed  to  commence  duties  after  each  vacation,  and  with 
their  clothing  clean  and  in  proper  order. 

14.  The  average  term  of  residence  in  the  Institution  is  for 
Deaf  and  Dumb  pupils  G to  8 years,  and  for  Blind  pupils  3 to  5 
years.

Name  and  Oeject. 

1.  This  Institution  shall  bo  called  the  New  South  Wales  Institution  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind,  having  for  its  object  the  education  of 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  Blind  Children,  and  shall  be  under  the  management  of 
a Committee  to  be  constituted  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Age  of  Children. 

2.  No  Child  shall  be  admitted  of  an  age  younger  than  five  years,  nor 
older  than  twelve  years,  unless  under  special  circumstances,  to  be  decided  by 
the  Committee  ; but  in  no  case  sh.all  the  age  at  admission  exceed  fifteen  years. 

Members. 

3.  Every  Subscriber  of  one  pound  per  annum,  shall  be  a Member  of  the 
Institution,  and  every  Donor  of  twenty  pounds  in  one  payment,  shall  be  a 
Life  Member. 

Officers  and  Board  of  Management. 

4.  i.  The  Officers  of  the  Institution,  shall  consist  of  one  President,  one 
or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  General  ileeting,  and  shall,  ex.  officio,  be  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Management. 

ii.  In  addition  to  the  20  Members  of  Committee,  there  shall  be 
appointed  “ Life  Directors  ” entitled  to  hold  office  under  the  following  circum- 
stances, and  with  the  privilege  of  attending  and  voting  at  all  Meetings  of 
Committee. 

iii.  As  the  Founders  of  the  Institution,  and  who  have  been  continuous 
Members  of  Committee  since  the  foundation. 

iv.  For  0 years  continuous  sendees  as  an  Honorary  Treasurer  or 
Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Institution. 

V.  for  10  years  continuous'scrvices  as  a Member  of  Committee  provided 
they  have  attended  no  less  than  4 Meetings  of  Committee  each  year. 

vi.  As  Contributor  of  a Donation  in  one  payment  of  .-660. 

vii.  By  Eesolution  of  Committee  for  special  services  rendered  to  the 

Institution.  v 
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The  names  of  all  such  Life  Directors  to  be  published  each  year  in  tlie 
Annual  Eeport,  also  included  in  a Life  Directors’  List  on  a Tablet  in  the  Hall 
of  the  Institution. 

5.  i.  The  Committee  or  Board  of  Management  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  Eight  nor  more  than  Twenty  Members  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting — The  Names  of  Members  so  to  he  elected  shall  be  submitted 
for  the  approval  of  the  Committee  at  its  meeting  immediately  previous  to  the 
Annual  Meeting — Notice  being  given  at  a former  meeting  of  any  new  mem- 
ber intended  to  be  proposed. 

ii.  Any  vacancy  occuring  during  the  year  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Com- 
mittee at  the  monthly  meeting,  notice  being  given  at  the  previous  meeting  of 
the  name  of  the  Member  intended  to  be  proposed  to  fill  such  vacamjj'. 

iii.  That  the  Five  members  who  have  attended  the  least  number  of 
Committee  Meetings  during  the  year  shall  retire,  but  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

iv.  That  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  nominated  as  a Member  of 
Committee,  whose  subscription  has  not  been  paid  for  the  past  Financial  5'ear. 

Committee  Meetings. 

6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  monthly,  (or  oftoner  if  necessary)  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  Three  members  to  form  a quorum. 

PowEK  OF  Committee. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  appointing  and  dismissing  the 
Master,  Matron,  Assistants,  or  servants  ; shall  receive  applications  for  the 
admission  of  children,  and  shall  decide  upon  them. 

Questions. 

8.  All  questions  before  the  Committee  shall  be  decided  by  a majority  of 
votes,  the  chairman,  in  case  of  need,  ha^'ing  a casting  vote. 

Medical  Officer. 

9.  There  shall  be  at  least  one  Honorary  Medical  OflScer,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  and  who  shall  ex  officio,  be  a member 
of  the  Committee.  His  duties  will  be  to  attend  at  the  Institution,  and  give 
the  necessary  advice  when  any  of  the  children  are  sick. 

Ladies’  Visiting  Committee. 

10.  A Ladies’  Visiting  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more  than  twenty, 
.shall  be  elected  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  to  superintend  the 
domestic  arrangements  of  the  Institution,  to  meet  monthly  or  oftener,  and 
report  in  writing  to  the  Committee,  any  suggestion  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Institution. 

Candidates  for  Admission. 

11.  All  candidates  for  admission  shall  be  recommended  (in  the  form 
provided)  by  two  members  of  the  Institution  and  by  a Clergyman  or  Magis- 
trate of  the  District  in  which  the  candidates  reside,  who  shall  be  rcquii'ed  to 
fill  up  certain  forms  for  the  information  of  the  Committee  of  Management ; 
and  no  child  shall  bo  admitted  who  shall  not  previously  have  received  the 
requisite  certificate  from  the  Honorary  Medical  OfiBcer  of  the  Institution. 

Fees. 

12.  Children  whose  parents  arc,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  unable 
to  pay,  shall  be  received,  boarded,  and  educated  gratuitously.  Children 
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whose  parents  arc  able  to  pay,  shall  bo  charged  as  follows,  viz.  : — Under  7 
years  of  age,  X'iO  per  annum.  Over  7 years,  £25  per  annum ; or  such  other 
payments  as  the  Committee  may  decide.  But  in  every  case  the  parents  must 
provide  clothing  for  their  children. 

Visitors. 

13.  Parents  or  Friends  of  children,  shall  he  allowed  to  visit  them  once  a 
fortnight,  on  Thursdays,  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  3 p.m.,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Master  or  Matron. — Subscribers  and  other  Visitors  shall  be 
admitted  on  any  day,  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays  excepted,  between  the 
hours  of  2 and  4 p.m. 

Vacations. 

14.  The  Vacations  shall  be  for  five  weeks  at  Christmas,  and  for  one  week 
at  Mid-winter. 

Annual  Meeting. 

15.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  shall  be  held  each  year,  in  the  month 
of  October,  or  as  soon  after  as  the  Committee  may  deem  desirable,  at  which 
meeting  the  Report  of  the  Committee  and  the  audited  Accouuts  of  the 
Treasurer  for  the  past  year  sh.all  be  presented,  and  such  other  business  tran- 
sacted as  may  be  brought  before  the  Meeting  by  the  Committee  of  Manage  - 
ment. 

Auditors. 

16.  Two  Auditors  shall  bo  appointed  annually  by  the  Committee  to  audit 
the  Treasurer’s  Accounts  previous  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

THE  TREASURER. 

His  Duties  sh.vll  re — 

1.  To  pay  all  monies  received  by  him  on  behalf  of  the  Institution  into 
the  Commercial  or  other  Bank,  as  directed  by  the  Committee,  in  the  name  of 
the  New  South  W.ales  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind. 

2.  To  furnish  at  each  monthly  Meeting  of  the  Committee  an  account  of 
the  receipts  and  payments  since  the  previous  meeting,  shewing  the  then  shite 
of  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and  producing  the  Bank  Book  in  verification 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  pay  all  accounts  when  passed  by  the  Committee,  and  certified  by 
the  Chairman,  by  cheques  to  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary. 

4.  To  prepare  Statement  of  the  year’s  accounts,  and  submit  the  same, 
with  the  requisite  Vouchers,  to  the  Auditors,  previous  to  the  Annual  General 
Meeting. 

THE  SECRETARY. 

His  Duties  shall  be — • 

1.  To  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  to  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Institution- 

2.  To  summon  all  meetings,  and  to  prepare  the  business  to  bo  brought 
before  the  Committee. 

3.  To  have  the  custody  of  all  documents,  books  and  property  of  the 
Institution. 

4.  To  order  all  necessary  Stores,  Furniture  and  supplies  for  the  Institu- 
tion according  to  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  and  to  carry  out  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Committee,  and  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

RULES. 

No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  preceding  rules  shall  be  made  with- 
out the  sanction  of  a majority  of  the  Committee.

THE  MASTEE. 

I. — Shall  be  appointed  by,  and  responsible  to  the  Committee — and  his 
duties  are, — That  he  shall  have  the  Supervision  of  the  whole  Establishment, 
together  with  any  other  duties  that  the  Committee  of  Management  may  from 
time  to  time  dii-ect. 

II- — He  will  be  present  in  School  at  the  hours  appointed,  and  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  full  and  effective  discharge  of  all  duties  connected  with  the  school- 
room ; and  will  bo  courteous  in  explaining  the  S}’’stem  of  instruction  to  all 
visitors. 

III-  — He  will  accompany  the  Protestant  boys  each  Simday  to  church 
(weather  permitting)  and  will  conduct  Simday  School  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

IV.  — Ho  will  be  responsible  that  good  order  and  discipline  arc  maintained 
in  the  Institution. 

V.  — He  vdU  have  charge  of  the  boys  during  their  time  of  recreation  in  the 
play-ground,  and  will  check  any  irrcgularitj',  or  improper  conduct,  and 
encourage  cheerful  and  innocent  amusement,  and  will  accompany  the  boys 
for  a walk  (weather  permitting)  once  each  week. 

VI.  — He  will  be  held  responsible  for,  and  will  have  the  charge  of  the  keys 
of  the  outer  doors  and  gates  after  the  same  have  been  locked  by  him  at  night. 

VII.  — The  Gas-bm’ners  throughout  the  Building,  shall  be  managed  and 
regulated  by  the  Master,  who  shall  turn  off  the  gas  each  night. 

yill. — He  will  supervise  the  boys  in  carrying  out  all  such  Industrial  pur- 
suits as  may  be  sanctioned  or  directed  to  be  made  by  the  Committee. 

I^- — He  ■'''ill  keep  a House  J ournal,  to  be  laid  before  the  Committee  at 
their  monthly  Meetings,  detailing  all  daily  occurrences,  and  will  specially  note 
the  weekly  progress  of  the  children  at  school. 

X. — In  all  matters  not  specified  in  these  Eules,  he  shall  act  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee. 


THE  MATEOK. 

I^The  Matron  shall  bo  appointed  b}-  the  Committee,  and  to  her  shall  be 
entire  direction  of  the  household,  to  the  business  of  which  she 
shall  direct  her  whole  time  and  attention,  taken  care  it  is  conducted  with  the 
greatest  regularity  and  economy ; — to  her  the  domestic  servants  of  the 
Institiition  shall  be  immediately  responsible  for  the  performance  of  their 
respective  duties  : — and  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee 
she  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  discharge  them. 

II-  She  shall  take  care  of  the  household  goods  and  furniture,  according  to 
the  inven'ori',  and  be  ready  to  give  an  account  thereof  when  required  ; she 
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shall  suporintcnd  and  assist  in  making  and  mending  the  linen  articdes  belong- 
ing to  the  Institution,  and  see  to  the  proper  roparmg  of  the  children’s  cloth- 
ing when  brought  in  from  the  Laundry ; and  in  these  latter  duties  she  shall 
bo  helped  by  the  female  assistant  and  the  girls  of  the  school. 

III.  — She  shall  \'isit  the  Dormitories  and  Offices  frequently,  and  take  care 
that  the  chambers  are  well  ventilated  ; that  the  bods,  clothos,  linen  and  all 
other  things  and  places  in  the  house  are  kept  clean,  and  that  every  child  gets 
clean  sheets  when  admitted,  and  that  they  bo  changed  every  fourteen  days, 
or  oftoncr  if  necessary  ; — whenever  the  weather  will  permit,  she  shall  order  a 
certain  number  of  imittrassos,  blankets  and  quilts,  in  rotation,  to  be  exposed  to 
the  sun,  and  well  aired,  and  the  girls  shall  assist  the  servants  in  these  and  all 
other  duties  of  the  household. 

IV.  — She  shall  take  care  that  the  respective  rooms  are  scoured  with  soap 
and  warm  water,  as  often  as  necessary,  and  that  they  bo  kept  constantly  clean 
by  sweeping. 

V.  — She  will  have  charge  of  the  store  room,  and  receive  all  provisions  or 
stores  purchased,  and  shall  see  that  there  is  the  quantity  charged  for,  and 
that  the  quality  is  good,  shall  keep  them  under  her  own  care,  and  deliver  only 
such  a quantity  at  a time  as  shall  enable  her  to  know  that  it  is  consumed. 
Books  shall  be  kept  with  every  tradesman  employed,  in  which  each  article 
shall  be  entered  at  the  time  it  is  furnished ; and  nothing  shall  be  sold  or  dis- 
posed of  belonging  to  the  Institution ; that  nothing  is  wasted  or  carried 
away ; and  she  shall  keep  an  account  of  her  expenditure. 

VI.  — She  shall  be  careful  that  the  meals  are  provided  as  prescribed  by  the 
Diet  Scale ; shall  superintend  the  preparing  of  them,  and  take  care  that  they 
are  served  at  regular  stated  hours,  and  see  that  none  is  wasted,  and  that  no 
provisions  are  brought  into  the  Institution,  but  such  as  the  Committee  pro- 
scribed. 

VII.  — She  shall  treat  the  childi-en  with  good  nature  and  civility,  and  she 
shall  never  suffer  any  degree  of  cruelty,  insolence  or  neglect  in  the  servants 
towards  them  to  pass  unnoticed. 

VIII.  — -She  shall  keep  a house  journal  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  daily 
proceedings  of  the  house  to  bo  laid  before  the  Committees  at  their  meetings. 

IX.  — She  will  be  required  to  lay  before  the  Ladies’  Committee  a requisition 
of  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Establishment,  exhibiting  for  inspection  all 
unser\'iceable  articles,  such  requisition  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  when 
approved  of  by  the  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee. 

X.  — She  will  keep  a Book  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  articles  required 
for  the  use  of  the  Institution. 

XI.  — The  Matron  and  her  Assistant  shall  attend  Church  alternately  with 
the  Protestant  girls  once  each  Sunday. 

XII.  — The  Matron  or  her  Assistant  shall  take  the  girls  for  a walk  once  a 
week. 

XIII.  — The  Matron  or  Matron’s  Assistant  shall  not  both  be  absent  from 
the  Institution  at  the  same  time. 

XIV.  — She  will  be  required  to  muster  for  School,  and  inspect  the  children 
for  cleanliness  and  neatness  of  dress,  at  8.45  a.m.,  and  1.45  p.m.,  when  she 
will  distribute  those  allotted  to  their  daily  duties. 

XV.  — She  win  see  that  every  child  on  admission  is  well  bathed,  &c.,  and 
receives  clean  clothing. 
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XVI.  — She,  or  in  her  absence  the  Matron’s  Assistant,  will  receive  all 
Visitors  to  the  Institution,  and  conduct  them  over  the  Establishment. 

XVII.  — She  will  frequently  inspect  all  Cooking  Utensils,  and  sec  to  their 
being  in  an  efficient  condition. 

XVIII. — She  will  call  in  the  Medical  Officer  in  any  cases  of  Sickness,  and 
be  responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  his  directions. 

XIX. — In  aU  matters  not  specified  in  these  Eules,  the  Matron  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Committee. 

THE  MATEON’S  ASSISTANT. 

I.  — Shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee.  She  will  assist  in  the  Manage- 
ment immediately  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron. 

II. . — She  will  be  present  at  the  Bathing,  Washing,  and  Combing  of  all  the 
Children,  and  see  to  their  Clothing  being  in  good  repair. 

III.  — She  will  be  responsible  as  seamstress,  for  the  making  and  repairing 
of  Clothing,  &c.,  by  the  girls ; and  will  keep  in  order  the  Clothing  Eoom — 
receiwng  the  clean  clothing  from  the  laundry,  and  giving  it  out  as  required. 

IV.  — She  will  bo  required  especially  to  supervise  the  Dormitories,  that 
they  and  the  Bedding  are  kept  clean,  well  aired,  and  in  good  order. 

V.  — Will  attend  to  the  Children  when  going  to  Bed. 

VI.  — She  will  not  absent  herself  from  the  Institution  without  permission 
ha^dng  been  previously  obtained  from  the  Matron. 

VII.  — She  will  see  that  all  Clothing,  Bedding,  &c.,  is  properly  marked  and 
numbered. 

VIII. — She  will  superintend  the  scrubbing  and  cleaning  of  every  portion 
of  the  Building — overlook  the  cleaning  of  the  Dormitories,  Bath  Eooms, 
Committee  and  Visitors’  Eooms,  Passages  and  Staircase,  Sitting  and  Bed 
Eooms,  HaU  and  Door  Steps,  also  School,  and  Dining  Halls,  and  Offices. 

IX. — She  will  lay  the  Table  for  Meals,  and  in  the  absence  of  either  the 
Master  or  Matron,  will  preside  during  the  same. 

X.  — She  will  attend  speciaUy  to  the  Laundry  department,  and  be  careful 
that  no  soiled  linen  accumulate. 

ASSISTANT  TEACHEES. 

I- — They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee,  and  will  be  under  the  im- 
mediate control  of  the  Master,  from  whom  they  will  receive  instructions 
relative  to  their  duties  in  the  School ; also  enforce  good  conduct  during  Play 
hours — and  have  the  care  of  the  Children  out  at  doors  at  play. 

II-  — Will  assist  by  all  possible  means  in  carrying  out  the  Eulcs  of  the 
Institution  and  the  instructions  of  the  Superior  Officers. 

III-  — Will  report  to  the  Master  any  Books  or  Materials  required  for  the 
use  of  the  Children  under  their  care. 
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!•  Master  and  Matron  or  'in  the  absence  of  either,  the  officer  next  in 

charge  will  preside  at  all  Meals,  before  and  after  which  grace  shall  be  sung 
and  also  repeated  in  the  manual  alphabet ; and  at  all  meals  due  decorum 
observed. 
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2.  — Two  or  more  of  the  girls  shall  he  appointed  each  week,  on  Mondays, 
by  the  Matron  to  assist  in  housework,  until  not  later  than  half-past  ten 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  when  they  shall  enter  school; — except  on  Washing 
Day,  (one  day  in  the  week,)  when  they  may  remain  from  school  until  two 
o'clock. 

3.  — -Two  or  more  of  the  boys  shall  be  appointed  each  week  by  the  Master 
to  assist  in  house  work,  in  the  mornings  until  10  o’clook  a.m. 

■1. — The  boys  shall  use  the  Bath  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Saturday  Mornings,  and  the  girls  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  morn- 
ings, before  eight  o’clock  a.m.,  and  Saturday  Afternoons  after  three  o’clock 
p.m. 

5.  — The  Children  are  required  to  appear  at  all  times  clean  and  neat  in  their 
persons  and  dress. 

6.  — No  Lights  are  to  be  loft  in  their  Dormitories  excepting  under  speaial 
directions. 

7.  — The  Girls  shall  assist  in  making  and  mending  clothing,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Matron  and  Matron’s  Assistant  after  School  Hours. 

8.  — All  Dormitory  Windows  are  to  be  opened  immediately  upon  the 
children  arising,  and  to  be  kept  open  all  day,  except  in  bad  weather. 

9.  — The  Children  are  not  permitted  to  be  in  the  front  portion  of  the  grounds 
except  when  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Officers. 

10.  — The  Boys  must  not  go  to  the  Girls’  portion,  or  the  Girls  to  the  Boys’ 
portion  of  the  House  or  grounds,  except  in  company  of  an  Officer  of  the 
Institution. 

11.  — Smoking  in  any  part  of  the  premises,  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  the 
possession  of  lucifer  matches  by  the  Children  is  not  permitted. 

12.  — The  Children  shall  have  three  meals  a day — Breakfast,  Dinner,  and 
Supper,  to  consist  of  such  articles  and  quantities  as  the  Committee  may  from 
time  to  time  direct,  and  the  Scale  of  Diet,  as  prescribed,  shall  be  strictly 
adhered  to. 

13.  — The  House  Servants  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Matron,  and 
shall  not  absent  themselves  without  her  permission. 

14.  — The  Hours  of  attendance  in  School  shall  be  from  ten  a.m.  until  four  p.m. 
daily,  with  intermission  as  may  be  arranged  by  the  Committee — Saturdays 
and  Sundays  excepted.  Instruction  shall  be  given  from  such  books  only  as 
the  Committee  may  decide,  morality  and  obedience  strictly  enforced. 

15.. — The  Servants  of  the  Institution  shall  not  be  absent  after  nine  o’clock 
p.m.,  nor  any  of  the  Officers  after  ten  o’clock  p.m.,  except  bj'  special 
permission  of  the  Master. 

16.  — Evening  Prayers  shall  be  said  by  the  Master  for  the  whole  establish" 
enent,  every  Sunday  evening  at  7 p.m.,  in  Winter,  at  8 p.m.  in  Summer. 

17.  — The  Roman  Catholic  Children  may  attend  their  place  of  worship,  in 
charge  of  an  authorised  person. 

18.  — No  unnecessary  AVork  shall  be  done  on  Sundays. 

19.  — All  correspondence  from  the  pupils  to  their  friends,  should  pass 
through  the  Secretarj^’s  hands. 

20.  — Any  infraction  of  any  of  the  foregoing  Rules,  must  be  reported  in 
writing  by  the  Master  to  the  Secretary.
